ITHER WARREN G. HARDING is a bigger 
L man, mentally, than the country, generally, 

aceredited him when the Chicago convention 

catapulted him into national publicity, or he 
has shrewd and able advisors. Perhaps, it is a com- 
bination of both factors. Certainly, he has grown 
measurably in mental stature since he entered the 
White House, and although he still proceeds with the 
eaution that betokens the middle west, country-reared 
citizen, he has not had to backtrack to any appreciable 
extent in his announced policies. No matter who the 
vriginal inspirer of the armament conference it was 
Harding who first suggested it and who made it 
constructively possible, hence to him must all credit be 
eiven for its inception. That he had good support is 
a tribute to his excellent judgment. And this holds 
true of his choice of advisors in the cabinet, with one 
exception, who is said to be on the eve of retiring. 
Mr. Harding has had a difficult role to fill; the 
eountry was aching from undue inflation, financial, 
industrial and agricultural, together with nation-wide 
unemployment and _ over-expanded governmental 
agencies. The task to get back to normaley might 
well have staggered the boldest and bravest of states- 
men, and that Mr. Harding has managed to procure 
partial solution of the more pressing problems without 
disrupting the nation is greatly to his credit. Of 
course, the going is not yet ideal, but the worst part 
of the road has been traveled, and with continued 
careful steering, the goal of prosperity for the country 
will be reached. Mr. Harding told the National Press 
Club at Washington, at the entertainment in his honor, 
marking the close of his first year in office, that ‘‘it 
seems as though I have been President for twenty 





years, so much has been crowded into the last twelve 
months.’’ He admits that not all of his dreams have 
come true, but while part of the fault may lie with the 
Executive, as he admitted, not all, since it is a divided 
authority.

Extravagant and inefficient government is one of 


these follies. People have long tolerated the use 
of office for political trading, and they put smart 
talkers and smooth handshakers in: office, instead 
cf competent men who could run business economi- 


cally. The result is high taxes. This makes pro- 
duction cost high and many people are unable to 
buy products, thus throwing producers out of work. 

Indolence and lack of industry is another folly. 
The man who fools around on his job and refuses 
to put his heart and energy into it, makes goods 
cost high. Again the result is to raise prices to the 
point where millions of people can’t buy them. This 
results in a lack of orders to the factories, and many 
people are thrown out of work. 

Personal extravagance is another folly. ‘When 
money is spent on foolish luxuries, it is not deposited 
in banks nor put into sound investments. As a 
result, the banks and other keepers of money may 
not have any to lend, when people want to borrow 
to improve their property or build houses. When 
business men and farmers can’t borrow money, they 
can’t employ labor. This again throws people out
